


Bromley Are Eclipsed 


In Last Game 


RY defeating Bromley 3-2 at Bromley on Saturday 
in an impressive climax to their campaign, 
collecting five points from their last three matches, 
Wycombe Wanderers finish seventh in the league 
table — a much better position than at one time 


thought possible. 


With- 31. points from their 30 
games, the Wanderers have im- 
proved. on their position last 
year, im spite of early disappoint- 
ments and the handicap of a crop 
of injuries in mid-season, 


“Financially, the season has not 
been a particularly good one,” 
says the club general secretary, 
‘Mr. Bill Hayter, “but from the 
playing point of view we have 
done a good deal better than 
expected at one time,” 


After trouncing Dulwich Ham- 
let 6-0 and holding Tooting to 
a 2-2 draw at Tooting in mid- 
week, the Wanderers maintained 
‘their marked end-of-season im- 
provement against last season’s 
champions Bromley on Saturday 
evening and were well worth their 
3-2 victory.
